ing news. 

Atlantic States. 

The Ilarjier's Ferry lri;ils are over for the 
present, and the e.vciteincnl thrnuyhont '.he 
country has pretty mucli subsided. Cook, 
Green, Copjiis and C'opehuiJ liave been 
sentenced to be bung on the Ititli Dec. 

Gerrit Sthith was a:t tif* L¥nlitio"Asyliim 
at Utica, strictly guartfed. His condition 
was not improved. In his ravings be refers 
to Harper's Foiry matters, and su[ipo.-^L's him- 
.self under arrest. Ho e.v.hibits a disp' isition 
to commit .suicide. Predi^posiiion lo in- 
sanity is hereiiilary in ids f.unily, although 
it is attributed to the connection of his name 
with the Harper's Ferry afTair. 

Brownsville, Texas, is in tho hands of the 
bandit Carlinas. 'I'iio Mexican flai^ was 
Hying four miles above the lown. All com- 
munication had bee[i cut oil', mid the entire 
population on both sides tho Kio Grande 
were in arms with the intention of e.vtermi- 
naliiig the Americans and reconrpiering ihe 
country to the Colrirado. Accoinits from 
New Orleans state that (Jen. W'ldker hail 
arrived in tliat city, am! projio.-iril t ) lake 
a C(jminand of a party to relieve Brownsville. 
The f'ostmaster Geiieial has received a let- 
ter from Brownsville confirming, the pre- 
vious statement that alt mdil commiinioa- 
tion had been stopped in tfiat region. The 
mall carriers had been made prisoners by 
Cartinas' band.' The letter says that it is 
emphatioally a war of races, and extermina- 
tion. 

A dispatch from Now York, Nov. l~th, 
says : 

•'The Washington correspondent of tho 
Times says ; Dispatches have been received 
by our Uovernment relative to the San Juan 
dispute. It was said Great Britain e.vpress- 
es earnest desire to .';eltle amicably tliedif- 
liculties wliich now exist." 

BiIi.9C6ll<T.iicou3 News. 

The weather at New Orleans wa.-i very 
cold on the I llh, and ice had made its ap- 
pearance. A heavy gale also raged along 
tho whole coast, the result of which is not 
yet reported.. Snow fell in pome parts of 
Missis ' ipi. 

Tho . eamship Robert Waterman had 
been abaniloned and is a total lo.ss. At last 
accotints lier_cargo was being plundered by 
fishermen. 

On Tuesday afternoon last, a portion of 
the ruins of tho grain elevator of the Now 
York Central Railroad at linlfalo, which 
was burned last week, fejl in, burying ten 
or twelve laborers, who were engaged in 
clearing the ground, killing two of them and 
injuring four. 

s'iA|t9,rrifio>gale and snow storm prevailed 
on the lakes on Sunday last, and it is. feared 
that much damago to vessels has been 
done. 

A hurricane aisn swept ovor South Caro- 
lina on the same day, doing ;muoh damage. 

Last week there were three deaths' from 
yellow fever in New Orleans. 

The now sloop-of-war Narragansett sailed 
from Boston on Monday last, on a trial irip. 

Governor Ransom, Receiver at Fort Scott, 
Kaiisa.s Territory, died on Friday last, of ty- 
plioid laver. 



Buropean News. 
Steamship , Hungarian from Liverpool, 
passed Cape Race on the lOtli, advices 

lurnishing eight days and five hours later 
than the City of Baltimore. 

The general news of the country is not 
particularly interesluig. 

The Hungarian with dates to Nov. 2d, 
fully confirms the news of tlie wreck of the 
Royal Charter. The prospects of recovering 
.€000,000 sterliug of treasure were less en- 
couraging, although extensive preparations 
for the purpose were being made. 

The following are particulars of the loss of 
tho Royal Charter. 

"The only part of the ship standing on 
Wednesday evening was a small portion of 
the stern, with the wheel and screw lifting 
apparatus. She struck at 3 o'clock, 
Wednesdy morning, and broke up at 7 
0, clock. Before striking, her cables patted 
one after another. She tried to steam from 
the coast, but thi wind blowing a hurricane 
she drifted asliore. Several bodies were 
washed ashore, the majority of them being 
greatly multilated. Men were fishiug up 
gold sovereigns I'rora the rocks, and an efli- 
cicnl guiiril was much needed.''' 

Thu gale on the English coast was very 
destructive, and had been followed by an- 
other, which was prevailing when the Hun- 
garian sailed. Among the vessels lost in 
the first was the ship Charles Holmes bound 
from Liverpool to Mobile. The crew were 
all lost. 

AVo have the following ndditinnal by the 
H '.in^iuiiui. The letter imrportinp; to be 
Avritten by the Kmpcror XapohMUi tn the 
King of Sardinia, has been printed. It is 
dated October 20th, and is generally regarded 
as genuine. The Emperor observes that the 
question is not now wnethci- he did well or 
ill at Villafranca, Init rather to cditain from 
the treaty result.s favorable lo ilio pacilica- 
tion of Italy. It was noccs.-fury to conclii'lo 
a treaty tliat .'•lonilii secure, in tho best man- 
ner jiossilde, the iiulependence of Italy, 
which should satisfy Piedmont, and yet 
which should not wound the Catholic .mmiu- 
ment, or tho ri<;hts of the sovercl;;ns in 
whom Rurojir 4>dt nn inttM-ost. The l^'iopo- 
ror says ho is boniid by the treaty and can- 
not, ill the Congre.-i.-i which is about to (i|)cn, 
withdraw hipi.-iidf fmn; his ongasenKints. 
He ileuiands that tli,> lUichoss of I'ariiia lie 
called t.i Modona: that i'arnia shall be 
uiiitod to I'iciliiiorit, and that Tuscany be 
aiignioiited perhaps liy a portion of territory 
o'' that restored t^tlie Grand I'uke Ferdi- 
nand, and that 1hc systems of nioderatc 
liberty .shall be adopted" in all the States of 
Italy. Tho^inperijr also traces ii plan of 
Italian confederation, with tho fopc us the 
liniioiary Presiilent, and says that this 
iii.-reasi> of his iinival intiuonco will enable 
him to niiik(' mnri'ssinn in conlirniatioti with 
the h'lcititnite wi-hcs of the |iopolatior,. 

It is stat(Ml that tho King of .\byssiiiia has 
ceded to France the Islo and fort at Maspo- 
nalc, in tho Rod Sea. 

It is stated in Paris that the French Tnrifl' 
will soon be reformed, so as to give liberty 
of cominerco. 

The Paris I'atria s.iys that the Conj;rcss 
will take idaci' even in tho absence of Kiig- 
laud, but the adhcsion of iEnglftnd is no 
loiiL'cr iloubtl'nl. 

Sr. LoL'is. — November 13tli. Yester lay 
the Hungarian reached Portland, ami the 
Asia, with dates not given so late, but some 
additional news, arrived at New York. 

Till! number .saved from tho wreck of the 
Royal Charter was thirty-nine. The whole 
number perished was four liundreil and 
forty-nine. 

The first and third mates of the ship 
Thomas had arrived at Liverpool from New 
York. They wore swept overboard and lost 
at sea. The bark Malborough, Baltimore, 
was totally lost and the second mate and 
pilot drowned. 

Tlie following items are by the Asia to 
October 2Pdi : 

Lord Urongham has been electeil Chan 
cellor of the University of Edinburg. 

The widow of the late Sir Robert Peel is 
dead. 

The Frciudi Government has ordered one 
hundred gunboafs, mounted with twenty- 
five guns each, to be completed with the 
utmost disiiatch. 

Arrangements for a combined French 
and English expedition against C/'hina has 
been completed, and its departure li.ved for 
the first Ibrtnight of February. 

The United States frigate Washington is 
at Naples. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
News says the recent meeting of tho Em- 
jioror of Russia and tho Prince Hegent of 
Prussia i.s the subject of great aii.xiely at 
Paris. The general impression there is that 
they agreed not to oppose the annexation of 
Central Italy to Piedmont. 

News from Hayti. 

Advices from Hayti of October 22d state 
that twenty individuals concerned in the re- 
cent conspiracy of the murder of the Presi- 
dent's daughter, had been tried, convicted 
and sentenced to death. Sixteen of them 
had been already hung, one was ros])ited, 
anil threo had previously escaped to France 
General Ulysses for having suppreued the 
facts connected with the insurrection, of 
which he was previously aware, was, sen- 



tenced tb'three years' imprisonmont. Port 
au Prince had been relieved from martial 
law, and the country was quiet. 

Mexican IJews, 

Dates from City of Mexico to 5th inst., 
state that Marquez boldly avows that his 
seizure of the conducta was for patriotic 
purposes. Marquez was expected at the 
Capitol, probably to assume the Presidency, 
be being the Church favorite. 

I'he rebellion at 'Victoria, Mexico, had 
been quelled and the leaders had been shot. 
The troops sent lo (piell it tiad marched. 

Degollado's headquarters were still at 
San Luis. 

TiiK Latkst from Texas. — San Antonio 
advices of tlie lOtli state that a battle look 
place on Ith instant, between forty soldiers 
and volunteers, under Lieut. Hagan, and 
the Indians. The lattervyas defeated, and 
Lieut. Hagan was badly wounded.

Mr: Selim Franklin's Address to the Vic- 
loila Town Electors: 



The Public, — rouseci It) tlie liigliest 
pitch, by the repeated triimpelinys uf the de- 
capitated journiil, — is at length gratilied by 
the appearance of Mr. Selim Franklin in the 
political arena. In ooramon with other can- 
didates, he is'induBed " to offer himself in 
otinsequeaea .of.'lho " support proffered by 
numerous electors." ' He is riot unitnpressed 
witfi-tBe'^reeiponsibili'lies of' the position to 
which he aspires, lie promises to be not 
only' a working member, but independent 
and liberal. Hu will seek to effecl unan- 
imity, and do his part to make this colony 
the Great Britain of the Pacific, 

So far well. We are, however, taken by 
surprise at the announcement that Mr. F. 
" i.i identified with commerce."' He may 
have some historical identification with eurn- 
morce of which we are unaware; and in re- 
ference to which it might bo well for him to 
give the electors more detailed information. 
But he is known here in business, simply 
as a seller of town lots and lands, by auction 
and otherwise, — commodities for which 
China and the Amoor countries are not likely 
to send us very large orders. 

We are still more astonished at the pro- 
found acquaintance with political economy 
evinced by Jlr. F. in the enunciation of the 
statement, that "cheapness is the attracting 
and governing power of commerce." Cheap- 
ness will do very little toward creating com- 
merce, if there be not demand. And as 
shown in the provision trade with miners, 
demand will often create commerce in spite 
of exorbitant prices given. Demand for 
certain articles of commerce, and those who 
can furnish them most expeditiously and 
cheaply, will have the advantage of the 
market. We commend to I^r. F. a careful 
study of Adam Smith's Wealth of Nations, 
as a preparatiotl for a Heat in the coming 
House, although wo fear Fo.v's Book of 
Martyrs will be preferred after the election 
is over. 

After adverting lo reciprocity with our 
American neighbors, Mr. F. inl( rms \\h that 
" we need an Ocean Mail Service." On 
what route we are left to conjeuiure, except 
to Amoor River. We have no other source 
of information as to what the Legislature of 
this Island is e.xpeoted to do in this direction. 
Will Mr. F. advocate taxation lo subsidize 
an Ocean Mail service, ot simply petition 
the home government ? We are also laft 
entirely in tKe dark 88 lo the' system of in- 
corporation which Mr. F. thinks .necessary for 
this Town. .?j Will he go for a corporate ma- 
chinery, •simple'* and economical, or for one 
cumbrous, . showy, and costly] What is 
meant by the reservation ot Gas and Water 
privileges ? 

The ne.xt paragraph has a very amusing 
clause in it. Mr. F. would have part of the 
proceeds of land sold by jiov eminent, ap- 
plied to encourage emigration, " wilh the 
preference ;j;iven to respectable females ! 
['reference over whom? Aid whence Mr. 
F.'tf special anxiety oi this point i! Is he 
tired of single blessedness,- but" afraid to 
plunge into matrimony unliT servant girls' 
wages are lowered ? Or is he an;;ioii6 to 
show his gratitude for editorial pulls, by 
supplying as soon as possible the lack of 
sempstress and, nursery goreraess, so se- 
verely felt in theJ'Hotiae" departpient of the 
New Weatminsier Times'? 

Wo cume now to what is no laughing 
matter; ihe (juestion of our linances, iVlr. 
F. is anx lous 111 uplioUl our ciilonial urodil. 
But how does he prnpo.se to do this ? Wliy 
by ru|)udiation ! That this cuuntry has a 
debt to provide for, there can be no doubt. 
It is idle to expect thiit CJreat liiilain will 
rnt-el nil our cxistin^ iiabilili(!s. Mr. F. 
ph-dges hirii^ell "must cniplialically" to le- 
luso pajiiient lo lliu Hudson Bay Comp.iiiy 
of any and eve.y claim they may liave 
against this colony. 

"Why that indeed is frugal honesty. 

When the debt grows burdonsoriie, and 
canmil be diseliatged, 

A sponge will wipe out all and cost you 
nothing. l''.i t . ■ • 

We hope no such ' serititnent will gain 
groiiiid. '^Eel'jH^re be' a searching investi- 
gation into the\cla!ms of the H.. B. Compa- 
ny. Let them bo corapeUed to^ djsgorge 
what ihex have, unfairly gotten,. Let any 
charges they have trumped up against the 
colony, he disallowed. But, let them have 
what is their honest due, — every farthing 
of it ! 

Alter ailvocating collection of revenue by 
Direct Taxation, — die right course iimiues- 
tioiiably, — Mr. I'', makes a vague allusion 
to the present Ffancliise Act. He rugard.i 
jt as " temporary " and " wholly insuffi- 



cient ;" but he does not tell us what is th 
matter with it, nor wherein he will seek to 
amend and enlarge it. Is iio in favor of 
universal sndVage '! There is on this and 
several other points, an indefiniteness about 
the adtlress, which indicates an ill-conceal- 
ed fear of committal. Several important 
(luestions, arc left wlmlly untouched. Some 
are meutioiunl oidy to be postponed, appa- 
rently for more mature consideration. In 
less space than iho address occupies Mr. 
F. might have defined his position on all 
the ''important questions of the day." If 
the eleolorsare wise, they -will demand 
clear and 'distinct utterances 'frdni' candid- 
ates. A truly independent aspirant to the 
Legislature, will have a mind of his own, 
and e.Ypress it. This is manifestly the only 
course that is right and just. In view of 
this want of tlefiniteness, we commend to Mr 
F. the maxim, slightly adapted to his own 
particular case, "Fiat justitia, ruat selivi.''

taken from the east fork of Quesnelle river,

* Gen. Palmer, of Oregon, arrived from the 
Upper Fraser on the steamer. 

The steamer Maria liad gone up with a 
cargo to the mouth of Harrison lliver. 
There are six stores and several whiskey- 
K mills in operation at Fort Alexander. 

Fort Simpson MiMEHs. — From Captain 
Dodd, ot Str. Labuuohere, we learn that he 
notified the miners during the latter part of 
August, at Fort Simpson, that they need not 
e-xpect a passage down by the steamer; 
and that thoy had better return to •Victoria 
by canoe, whilst canoe-traveUing was safe. 
The reason for refusing a passage was sim- 
ply that the ship was on a trading voyage, 
and it was not desirable to have any but her 
regular crew on board. In January she will

orders for profisions. We learn that there is 
no fear of the miner.-; starving exactly, as 
the Indians have plenty o/ salmon, and will 
supply theni with sufliclent to keep body 
and soul losether.

> of seating 500 persons ; and a vestry in the 
rear 9 by 22, containing a inmisler's study 
and se.vton's room. The r.ame lecture room 
has been adopted, ratlicr than cliurch or 
chapel, because it is intended, as soon as 

r the wants of the congregation require it, to 
erect a commodious and periT.»nent build- 
ing, in front of that just openeij. A vacant 
space of 60 by 70 feet, i> left for this pur- 
pose. No better site for a church could 
have been selected -in Victoria, being cen- 
tral, and' commanding, a.i it does, a fine 
view of the harbor, government buildings, 
and the greater part of the town..
